WashlnKton, August 13— Tlio entire 
687,000 men composing the first In- 
crement of the army draft forces will 
be under training earl ytn October. 
Under orders Issued today the first 3n 
per cent of the (|uola of each district 
will bfiKln entralnnicrii lor thirty per 
eeiii Se|iii'inl)iT i'.n Tlie reniainint; 70 
per cejii will be mobilized as soon af- 
ter that date as possible. 

The plan to assemble the new 
forces in three increments distributes 
the task of furnishing supplies and 
equipment through September. It 
will also prevent Hcrioiis sliDrla^e In 
any camp and will give the new of- 
ficers from the training camps time 
to familiarise themselves with their 
duties gradually before responsibility 
for a great body of men tklls on them. 

The order issued today means that 
about 12.000 men will reach each of 
the sixteen contonnients soon after 
September .'i. They will first be ex- 
amined physically by army doctors 
and finally accepetu or rejected. This 
will take some time and the men will 
have to be furnished with temporary 
quarters and rationed while awaiting 
examination. If tlie full quota were 
assembled at one time, great confus- 
ion would result. 

I'ruHuitiably the first Iticrement will 
have been organised Into skeleton 
companies, battalions or regiments be- 
fore the second arrives. 

The newcomers can be iiulekly ab 
i-oi bed l)\ a uoini; concern in that 
case, and (lie iliird lot can be taken 
Into the war machinery with even less 
disturbanco when It reports fifteen 
<ia>s later.

local crop conditions in mind, llar- 
vesiiiiK Is III iiKiKress in many sec- 
lioim. Oraftcd men cn^aKed in tlial 
uork and who othurwise would go

or third as may be necessary. 

That conscientious objectors to war 
are not to be excused entirely from 
servlni; the country has made clear 
in a rulliiK by the provost marshal, 
holding that such persons should be 
sent to the mobilisation eamps along 
with others drafted, to ba assigned 
later to non-combatant branches of 
the service it is presumed tlipy will 
serve In the iiuarlcnuaster's corps, 
the medical corps or other units not 
employed in actual combat.

WAB FBI80NEK8 
Petrograd, August IS— Tbe Central 
Committee, which is dealing with the 
affairs of war prisoners, issued a 
statement today 'in protest against 
the refined barbarity which Germany 
Is displaying" toward Russian pris- 
oners. 

The Btatemant sajra that>a«rmany la 
not fulMUag her pnmilsea regarding 
the Interment In neutral countries of 

sick prisoners; that she is Illegally 
retaining milllary prisoners unfit for 
service, and that she Is placing re- 
strictions on the men communicating 
with their homes and interoepting let- 
ters aaking aaalatanoe from the Red 
Cross. 

It alao saya that the rations of the 
prisoners have been reduced to un- 
heardof proportions, and that they In- 
clude adulterated products injurious 
to the men. In addition, prisoners are 
compelled to undertake superhuman 
labor. 

It la aaaertad in the statement that 
Oerroany abstains from replying to 

proposals for th« exchanne of eivllian 
i rlsonors and hostages for the alle- 
> iation of the lot of war prisoners on 
the basis of reciprocity, or for the ex- 
I'Sange of tuberculosis prisoners or 
I be sending of SIstera of Charity to 
nurse them.

three basic qualities of a soldier. 
Loyalty 

A soldier's loyalty governa, flrst of 
all, his feelings and aotlona toward 
his country, his government and his 
flag. There can l>e no such thing as 

half-way loyalty. The .slightest com- 
promise opens the door to treason. 

Hut a soldier's loyalty does iiol stop 
here. It governs also his feelings and 
actions toward the army and toward 
all the offloera under whom he serves. 
It absolutely forbids disobedience 
among both officers and enjistcd tneii, 
or disrespect toward those in author- 
ity. 

Going a step farther, loyally gov- 
erns also the soldier's feelings and 
actions toward his own regiment, his 
own company and hia own aquad. 
Without thia f&rm of toyalty there can 
be no real comradeship; without It 
you will never feel that personal pride 
und satisfaction in the service which 
should mean ao much In your army 
life. 

Obedience 

The second of the soldier's basic 
qualities Is obedience, l)a8e<l on dis- 
<iplilie. Without obedience and c|is- 
cipliiic an army can not loiii; coutinu,' 
10 e.xist; it will quickly dencncrule in- 
to an armed mob. As the Infantry 
Drill Ragvlsttona put it. dUclpline la 
"the distinguishing mark of trained < 
troops." 

Frequently the recruit, with his in- 
born dislike of being bossed 
the mistake during his first few weeks 
in the army of resenting the fact that 
immediate and unquestioning obed- 
ience is required of him. He quickly 
leama, however, that obedience en- 
forced throughout the army Is in all 
situations the chief safeguard of the 
rights, the comfort and the safety of 
every man, from the raw recruit lo 
the commanding general. It is a 
guarantee that the small number of 
unruly or cowardly men to be found 
in every group ahall be kept in cheek 
and forced to comply with rules made 
for the benefit of all. 

.Military discipline is always imper- 
sonal. Obedience ia required not 
merely of you, but of every man In the 
army. It Is required of offlears by 
their superiors with fully u much 
strictness aa it ia required of yon. It 
will become your duty, whenever you 
are given authority over other men, to 
demand from th«m the saiiie full 
measure of obedience that others will 
require of you. 

DlBciptlne is not only essential in 
developing tha army, but slao in de- 
veloping your own ebaraeter aa aaol- 
dier. <^e soldier who ia by nature 
brave, will by disciplina become 
braver." 

Physical FitnrfiN 
The third basic quality, physical flt- 
ness. is so essential that a large part 
of the time devoted to your training 
will be spent ia bnllding It up. Physi- 
cal fltneaa inelndes not only muscular 
development but good health and en- 
durance as well. It is a quality which 
every man who passes the physical 
examinations can develop in himself 
by reasonable care and by obedlMce 
to Instructions. This ia a 
more fully diaeiiased ia a 
son.

Amon, 
iiio father, Imitated the (Other's sins 
hilt not hia repentant spirit; came to 
disgraceful and dishonorable end; two 
years' reign. Josiah, the son, and les- 
son character, came on the throne at 
the age of 8; at the age of Ifi we Hud 
hiiu divinely enlisted in the service 
of Christ; at 20 he begin a crusade 
against idle worship. 

The Initial work waa begun at 
home, as It should be. 

All the horses, sun-chariots and like 
images to the Sun God were destroy- 
ed. He did not stop the crusado in 
.li riiHalem, but extended it beyond his 
dominion. He also directed part of 
hia effort to the re-butldlng of the 
Temple while hia crusading waa in 
progress, in order that the idol wor* 
shiperg might have the opportunity 
to worship the true God.

I want to reach the point in this 
lesson from a different angle and if 
possible, sit up in you men's breasts 
the desire to give to your .Master your 
untiring service. I'ntiring service to 
your family, your city, your organiza- 
tions for good, your state and your 
country. Pretty big thing you say he 
is expecting of me, yet you wont find 
It such if you follow elementary prin- 
ciples. 

Human life is full of coxplexilles, 
yet by following the fiindamenal laws 
of God. we live the liajipy, iisefiil and 
healthful life. A like policy would 1 
urge you to adopt 

To get the moat out of the Chris- 
tIan life it is essential that we must 
turn our lives over into Christ's 
hands, in other words we must con- 
secrate our lives, (iiir all to active 
service for Him and His Kingdom. 

The same fuudamenal principle 
applies, whether it be the fathering 
of a home or the helping so to do, the 
church, the civic organiiation, the 
city, the state or our country. 

Hut you say how can we consecrate 
our all to His service and still have 
an all to consecrate to these other 
factors? That consecrated all Is the fun 
damenal element that I referred to 
and Christ expects you to help make 
the world Just a little better for your 
having been here, as he does for you 
to be a ChrlBtlan In name. After all 
it's the Chrl.stioM service that Is the 
factor In all good. 

I don't'think it necessary to elabo- 
rate on your duties as a Christlon to

Patrograd, August 18— (British Ad- 
miralty per Wirless Press)— In ro- 
pultilug H Teuton attack in the valley 
of the river HIdiilku. western Mol- 
ilaviii. I he ItiisHlanK yesterday cap- 
tured more than 600 priHonurs and 
four maebina guns, asoording to tin- 
oillclal statement issued today. 

In the fighting around FokslianI, 
the Uussians and Uiiiiiaiiiuns cap- 
tured 500 Ausirians but wore compell- 
ed to retire allghtljr. 

Infantry flgbting on the western 
front, and eapeolally In rianders. has 
not been marked during the Inst 24 

hours. In Souiliein .Moldavia, the 'I'l ii- 
ton drive against the Kussians and 
Kuinunians progresses. 

In Flanders, the Anglo-French and 
Oerman troops apparently are reating 
III preparation for flirther Infantry 
activity. The Qermaiis .can hardly 
iiermit the British to hold the linpor- 
laiit salient east of Yprcs and between 
i'llkeni ami lloiiebeke without first 
making additional efforts to straight- 
en out their front By widening the 
Salient, Field Marabal Haig adds to 
the Insecurity of the German line 
from Dixmude iKirih to the coa.-it a.s 
well as the front southward toward 
Lens. 

French troops again have repulsed 
German efforu. along the Alsne front 
Sunday night and on .Monday, the 
Teutons tried to recapture the ground 
lost to the Kreiich Bouth of Allies. 
The Kreiiel, threw hack ail the at- 
tacks, I'.'asl of the positions the 
French took the offensive and sucoed- 
ed In making a small advance. Blae- 
where on the French front, the artil- 
lery lighting continues violent. 

The Ruaalana and numanians, hav- 
ing been forced to give up the Fork- 
shanl-Maraaechti line and retire to 
I lie Sereth river, Meld Marshal Von 
.Mackensen has been enabled to cap- 
ture PanUiu, a railway town west 
of Maraaeobtt. 

By taking the town, the Teutons 
probably have cut the railway line 
north inipeillliii^. n,,. Kussians and 
Rumanians lighting iu western .Molda- 
cia around Ociia as the railroad north 
from Marasechti waa one of their two 
meana of obtaining supplies and re- 
inforcement 

German airplanes which raided the 
southeast coast of England Sunday 
apparently had London as their ob- 
jective but the prompt defengc by Rrit- 
ish airplanes and anti-aircraft giws 
compelled them to abandon that plan. 
In the pursuit, two of the raiders 
were brought down by British airmen. 
Berlin admits the loss of one machine 
and Amsterdam reports that a Ger- 
man airplane was forced to land in 
Dutch territory .Sunday evidently 
While returning from Kngland. 

Five Americans and fourteen oth- 
ara were killed when the British 
steamer City of Athens struck a mine 
last Friday near captown. South 
Africa. Four of the Americana lost 
wore missionaries.
